Overall ~uotas 


For those economic¢ategories which have not yet been the object of 
negotiations between the contracting parties, or have been the object of 
partial negotiaticn only, an overall quota has been established. If in the 
course of 1949 it vecomes possible for deliveries to be made from these 
categories, they will be subsejuently added to tne lists. 


Key Products 


Products wnich are particalarly important for Czechoslovak industry 
and which have not yet been the object of agreements have been included on 
special lists for retention by tne Soviet contracting parties, with a re- 
yuest that the products may be the subject of negotiation on a preferential 
basis during the course of the contract year. 


Precious Metals 


After prolonged negotiation it has been agreed that the Soviet Union. 
will furnish Czechoslovakia with the yuantity of precious metals necessary 
for Czech production destined for the Soviet Union. This key principle is 
expressed in writing in a clause contained in an attachment at the end of the 
first protecol. 


Price Bases 


Accord has been reached between the contracting parties that the prices 
of goods inserted in the lists of quotas for the year 1949 will correspond to 
the prices on the lists for the year 1948, with the exception of new quotas 
not included on the preceding lists, and with the further excepticn of wheat, 
hop seeds, and sugar, for which new prices will be established on tne basis of 
world prices increased by one-half the transport cost.
